‘Sylvester Stallone wrote his first draft of the 

script in three frenzied days. That version ended 
with Rocky throwing the fight. 

Even though he had only $105 in the bank, 

Stallone originally turned down offers of as 
much as $350,000 for the script from producers 
who wouldn't let him play Rocky. 

To get the green light from the studio, the 

producers had to keep their budget below 
$1 million and agree to cover any extra charges 
out of their own pocket. Both producers ended up 
mortgaging their houses. 

When production moved from Los Angeles to 

Philadelphia, Stallone could afford to travel 
only by train. Accompanying him on the three-day 
tide was his dog Butkus, who appears in the film 
and who had putrid gas throughout the trip. In 
‘Arizona, Sly literally picked up the pooch and 
squeezed him, but the dog refused to empty 
its bowels until they got to Philadelphia—and 
Stallone's hotel carpet. 

The famous shot of Rocky celebrating at the 

top of the Philadelphia Museum of Art steps 
was originally filmed as a tight shot on Rocky with 
a zoom out.

When the real world started closing in, Romand murdered his wife, Florence, and their two young children, Caroline and Antoine

For almost 20 years, the swindler Jean-Claude 
Romand posed as a well-off physician and loving 


family man. Then he decided to give murder a try 


n January 9, 1993, internationally 

renowned medical expert Jean- 

Claude Romand tooka heavyrolling 

pin and clubbed his wife in the back 

of the head, killing her. Then he 

murdered his two young children 

witha silenced .22 rifle. Next came 

a drive through the French coun- 

tryside to his parents’ home, where he shared a 

lunch before shooting them both, along with their 

dog. The following night, Romand returned home, 

poured gasoline over the bodies of his dead wife and 

kids, and started a fire. He then swallowed a bottle 
of Nembutal and passed out in his burning home. 

A few days later, Romand woke from a coma in 

the hospital to find that although he was burned, he 


was also very much alive—saved by firemen who | 


rescued him from his bedroom window. When he was 
able to speak, he told detectives of the masked 
burglar who had invaded his house, shot his beloved 
family and then torched the place, somehow sparing 
only him. But enough of the truth had already 
surfaced, and after a few hours of interrogation, 
Romand confessed to all of the murders. 


To those who knew him best, Romand was an 
outstanding member of their genteel community. 
Modest, polite and never comfortable talking about 
his work, he preferred to deflect questions away from. 
himself. Yet everyone knew he worked across the 
Swiss border in Geneva for the prestigious World 
Health Organization (WHO) as a researcher special- 
izing in arteriosclerosis. He had friendships with 
high-ranking politicians and physicians, taught at a 
medical school in Dijon and had gained a reputation 
as a financial wiz. In addition, as an international

Residents of the once-tranquil community were 
awestruck—it was as ifthe man they had known was 
suddenly a complete stranger. The truth was, the 
past 18 years of Jean-Claude Romand’s life were a 
spectacular collection of half-truths and lies. 

It all started with one simple, harmless lie. 











Raised as an only child in rural France, Romand 
was determined not to follow in his father’s 
footsteps as a forester. On a whim, he followed the 
example of a girl he had a crush on—Florence—and 
moved to Lyon to attend medical school 
parents, a working-class and God-fearing couple, 
wanted to provide for him, so they bought him an 
apartment and gave him access to their savings 
account so he wouldn't have to work while in 
school. By the end of his second year, right before 
his final exam, he had managed to start a romance 
with Florence, but following a brief and apparently 
unfulfilling physical encounter, she told him she 
wanted out.

He didn’t emerge until a friend came by 
and refused to leave until Romand fully explained 
himself. Feeling cornered—how could he explain 
that he sat in his apartment eating beans from a 
can?—Romand came up with lie No.2. He told his 
friend, in strict confidence, that he had been 
avoiding people because he had cancer and was 
being treated. Somehow it worked. 

Realizing that he had to do something with his 
time, Romand returned to class and crammed at 
night like everyone else. But when it came to 
exams, he would simply ditch, since he wasn’t 
actually registered, He would repeat this process 
and continue to delude his closest friends— 
including his on-again, off-again girlfriend, 
Florence—for 12 years. Only when a new school

start something new. 

During this period, Romand had been 
living completely off his parents’ savings, 
something they were aware of but oddly 
never questioned, Even after he married 
Florence and said he had taken a job as a 
research assistant at the National Insti- 
tute of Health and Medical Research, 
he kept sponging off them. In the 
following few years, he would note that 
he had turned down a prestigious job 
in the US to be near his family, which 
now included two kids, before later 
“switching” jobs, saying he had been 
hired to work in Geneva with the WHO. 

At this point, Romand’s days were 
essentially spent Killing time. He would drive his 
Kids to school each morning, then cross the border 
to the offices of the WHO and enter with a visitor 
pass. There he would stock up on WHO flyers and 
bulletins, and make use of the free postal service, 
the in-house bank and the travel agency. After 
that routine got old, he would go for long drives in 
the mountains or sit in cafes, reading the paper or 
scientific journals. On Thursdays, he would pop by 
his parents’ house for lunch and a walk through 
the woods of his youth with his aging father. 

Even more remarkable than Romand’s uncanny 
ability to keep this life a secret for almost two 
decades were the measures he was forced to take 
in order to stay financially afloat. The image he 
projected was that of a world-renowned and well- 
paid researcher with investments in lucrative Swiss 
bank accounts. Still, aithough his family lived in 
an upscale professional community, they rented a 
shabby two-bedroom apartment and drove around

ina beat-up Volvo. But what else could he afford? 
Romand had already sold the apartment his 
parents had bought in Lyon for a cool $45,000— 
keeping the money for himself—and his parents’ 
nest egg wouldn't last forever. Desperation would 


provide inspiration. 


His first victims were his parents, who blindly 
trusted their successful and attentive son. Con- 
vincing them that they could make a tidy sum by 
investing in his magical Swiss bank accounts, he 
took a chunk of their life savings, deposited it in 
an ordinary bank under his name and slowly bled it 
dry. Likewise, he would do the same favor for his 
Uncle Claude. Later, when his father-in-law retired 
and received $60,000 as a bonus, he did the same 
for him. Of course, none of the accumulated 
money was accounted for; Romand made cash 
deposits, so there was no paper trail. 

Shortly after giving Romand his retirement 
bonus, Romand’s father-in-law asked for a 
chunk of it back; he wanted to finally buy a nice 


Mercedes. Romand hemmed and hawed and then, 
panic-stricken, agreed to return it. Two weeks 
later, he went to his in-laws’ house—they were 
very close, and trusted him, as everyone did—but 
only his father-in-law was home. During his visit, 
an unfortunate accident occurred: Romand’s 
father-in-law mysteriously fell down a flight of 
stairs and died. His mother-in-law and his wife 
were devastated. The money he had invested for 
them was never mentioned again. A few months 
after the funeral, Romand’s grief-stricken mother- 
in-law decided that her big lonely house was too 
much to bear anymore and sold it. When she came 
to Romand with the $200,000 from the sale, he 
was more than happy to help in any way he could. 
He would invest it for her in—surprise—a Swiss 
bank account! Then, to comfort his grieving wife, 
Romand moved his family into a roomy converted 
farmhouse, and soon bought a new Range Rover. 
At one point, Romand was approached by his 
wife's distraught aunt. Her husband had cancer 
and was doing horribly; did he know of any other 
treatments? Of course he did. There was a WHO 
researcher who was in the last stages of testing a

cancer drug that showed great promise. It 
wouldn't be available for years, but for $2,500 per 
pill, he could probably score her some; her 
husband would need at least two. Overjoyed, she 
accepted, and two months later, when the 
mysterious pills had failed to make any change, 
she bought two more, Needless to say, Romand 
didn’t actually have associates at the WHO, or any 
other medical establishment for that matter. The 
pills were simply a quick $10,000 fix for Romand. 

The last of his victims had a special place in his 
heart. When a couple that he and Florence were 
close with divorced, Romand began taking an 
interest in the wife, Corinne. After he took her out 
to dinner in Paris, a shaky romance developed, but 
it inspired Romand, and he dumped cash on 
Corinne in a steady stream, buying flowers, 
presents and pricey jewelry. However, much as 
Florence initially did, Corinne dumped him after 
they got physical—in this case, while on vacation 
in Rome. Romand was heartbroken, spending days 
in bed. Soon they started seeing each other again, 
but Corinne insisted they just be friends. To make 
sure they stayed in touch, Romand again pulled 
out his fake cancer story. When Corinne sold her 
business a few months later for $150,000, naturally 
Romand stepped in to offer his financial wizardry. 
By then, he desperately needed the money. 

Often bedridden because of his “cancer,” 
Romand no longer went to his “job” and stayed 
home moping all day. Besides rent, which was a 
couple of grand per month, he spent $30,000 on 
an SUV and another $35,000 on a BMW. He would 
also blow money on porn magazines, videos and 
regular massages. When Corinne left a message 
saying she needed her money back, he panicked. 
After ignoring her calls for months, saying he was 
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very ill, he arranged to meet her just after the New 
Year. He would be in Paris then, and, of course, 
would give her money back. Would she like to 
drive with him to a friend’s house—the renowned 
Bernard Kouchner, of Doctors Without Borders— 
for dinner? She was elated and agreed. Romand 
hung up the phone and was suddenly gripped with 
a sense of dread. The real world was catching up 
with him. He had to be ready. 

A few days before he drove to Paris to meet 
Corinne, Romand did some shopping—rifle bullets, 
mace, a cattle-prod-like stun gun and a potent 
batch of barbiturates. Then he went home to his 
family. Although the details are hazy, it went 
something like this: After the kids went to bed, he 
stayed up with Florence and they had some wine. 
Perhaps an argument triggered it, but late that 
night, Romand killed his wife with a single blow to 
the base of her skull. The next morning, he made

cereal for his children and sat with them as they 
watched a video of The Three Little Bears. Then he 
lured his 8-year-old daughter upstairs, put her in 
her bed and shot her; he repeated the process for 
his 6-year-old son. The next day, he drove to his 
parents’ house, ate lunch and chatted for awhile, 
then took his father upstairs and shot him in the 
back. When he encountered his mother, he shot 
her straight in the chest. Then he locked the door 
and began his drive to Paris. It was almost over. 
After Mass, he picked up Corinne for dinner 

and they drove together for more than an hour,

following a map on which he had randomly drawn 
an X. When it was apparent they were lost, he 
pulled over to find his host's phone number, 
buried somewhere in his trunk. They drove for 
another hour before Romand pulled over again 
and tore everything out of the trunk. Approaching 
Corinne’s window, he said that he didn’t have the 
number but that he had found a necklace he 
meant to give her; would she mind stepping out of 
the car and closing her eyes so he could put it on, 
as was their ritual? She did so. Then, suddenly, her 
face felt like it had erupted in flames. Romand 
lunged behind her as he continued to spray mace 
and began jabbing at her stomach with the cattle 
prod. As the two struggled, Corinne finally opened 
her eyes and looked into his, begging for her life. 
Romand stopped and began to cry. Strangely, once 
they calmed down, Corinne got back in the car and 
the two returned to Paris. Discussing what had 
happened, he blamed the stress of having cancer 
and agreed to get professional help. She decided 
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not to call the police and said goodbye. 
Romand drove through the night, distraught 

and confused. When he got home, he napped 

and then watched and videotaped hours of 

random TV shows. Worried that someone might 
drop by, he parked the car in a lot, scribbled out 

| a brief suicide note on the back of an envelope 
and then went home. He called Corinne nine 
times, with no answer, before she finally picked 
up and they spoke briefly for the last time. Then 
he walked upstairs, tucked the corpses of his 
family in under their comforters and began 
pouring gasoline. 

Jean-Claude Romand was convicted of multiple 
murders and sentenced to the maximum term 
possible in France: life imprisonment, He will be 
eligible for parole after 22 years.

What crappy job did you leave for 
smokejumping? 

Twas a school psychologist. I 
counseled students on special- 
education issues. 

The reason you quit? 

Very indoors, very desk-driven, paperwork. 
What was the most tedious requirement? 
For weeks, I would sit and write reports for 
10 or 12 hours a day. That was the tedium. 
Why smokejumping? 

I saw smokejumpers jump into a fire and was 
just mesmerized. It was an epiphany. 

What was your first smokejump like? 

I boogered myself up. I freaked out when I 
came in to land. It was incredible. 

What are your duties? 

We get the fire call, load up a plane and fly out 


to that fire. The spotters and the pilots will 
throw people out two ata time at about 1,500 
feet, Then they throw out cargo. The cargo, 
which consists of food, water, a sleeping bag, 
tools and stuff, is enough for about three days. 
And when you hit the ground? 
Put the fire 100 percent out. Digging a 
containment line around the fire and 
totally mopping up, which means 
digging everything up until there's 
absolutely no heat left on the fire. 

What was one notable fire 

you've fought? 

My longest was probably 10 days. 
Ten days sounds like a lot, but 
someone on a hotshot crew can be on 
a fire for 40 or 50 days. 

Is the potential for picking up women greater 
being a jumper? 

Ttis. I live in a college town .. . a very liberal, 
very open, hip, happening place, And there are 
groupie chicks. There’s one bar that most of us 
smokejumper guys hang out at. And it’s like a 
football team or anything else. Bottom line is 
that we just have a unique way of getting to the 
fire, and a lot of people consider it interesting.

What was the first thing you did after selling 

Broadcast.com to Yahoo! for $5.7 billion? 
The day I got liquid, October 11, 1999, my part- 
nerand I went to Vegas with about 10 friends to 
see how drunk we could get and how much 
money we could lose. We rented ajet—that was 
before I got my plane—blew offa lot of steam 
and had a great time being guys who didn’thave 
toworry about anything anymore. We drank and 
gambled, and when we got bored with that, we 
drank and gambled some more. I would bet a 
thousand dollars on ahand—“Ah, I don't care.” 
Double-down on eight—“Ah, I don’t care.” 
People were looking at us like we were on drugs. 

Isn't that new plane of yours a G5 jet that you 

purchased online for $43 million? 
Tt was $41 million. I went to Gulfsteam.com, 
checked it all out, talked to a couple of pilots 
and asked what they thought. Then 
Tsent an e-mailto the guy, saying, 
“Look, ifit meets everything Iwant 
and it checks out, I'll take a test 
flight and buy it.” He's like, “Yeah, 
right.” I'm like, “No, I’m serious, 
check me out, and let’s set this up.” 
Tkeep it ata hangar in Oklahoma. 
If I want to go somewhere, I can 
just callthem up and they have the 
plane meet me at the airport. 

Is that the biggest toy you've bought? 
Other than the team, yeah. 

Have you found tons of moochers 

coming out of the woodwork since 

your big payday? 
Oh, yeah. Butit’s really easy saying 
no to people who are out of line asking for 
money. It’s like, “No, you chump, get the hell 
out of my face. It’s not going to happen.” It's 
dumb-ass stuff like “I've got this movie project 
I want you to finance.” Or “I'll do a movie of 
your life, ifyou finance it." 

Did you consider reinvesting your cash to try to 

make more? 
Hell no. The way I look at it, there's no way I 
could do it again and get the same results. I 
couldn't predict that the dot-com stock market 
would go nuts, I think I could make decent 
money, but could I make a billion dollars again? 
Not unless I started with $2 billion. Besides, 
what the hell else am I going to do with more 
money? I've met some guys who are concerned 
only about how high up they are on the Forbes 
400 list. But now the dot-com stuff has all 
gotten so badly crushed that it really doesn’t 
matter anymore. Thank God I hedged every- 
thing Ihad on October 11th. 

Right. Otherwise you'd have trouble paying 

fines, such as the $100,000 the NBA doled out 

when you sat on the baseline during a Mavericks 

game in Minneapolis this season. 
That was stupid, It was ludicrous. I still don’t 
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understand why they gave it to me. They're try- 
ing to say sat with the photographers, which 
I didn’t; I sat with our trainers. It’s crazy. The 
worst part was that the person who turned me 
in was an NBA security person at the game. All 
he had to do was come up and say, “Please don’t 
sit there,” and I would have moved. It’s notlike 
they asked me to move and I didn’t. I don’t 
know what their motivation is, but it's a lot 
of money and I'm certainly going to finda way 
to combat it. 
Do you feel out of place when you're at an NBA 
owners’ meeting and you're surrounded by 
crusty old-school guys who have been in the 
league for decades? 
Yeah, big time. Anytime I’m someplace where 
people are trying to looklike they have money, 
I feel out of place. I’m not trying to say they're 
ostentatious, but there’s an element 
of experience and history there. I 
think that some of them are think- 
ing, “What's yourrush?” and “We've 
gotten along this long; whyare you 
trying to change things? Just come 
along forthe ride.” But I always have 
a sense of urgency. No matter what 
I'mdoing, it’slike, “Let's get to it. If 
there’s something wrong, let's fix it 
and get it out of the way so we can 
go back to having fun.” 
Isthe NBA broken? 
No. Ithink the NBA has some of the 
symptoms of broken companies. The 
league is not aggressive on commu- 
nicating and has not done a good job 
of proactively giving writers things to write 
about. And I've bitched loud and hard to the 
NBA about that, because ifyou don’t feed them 
good things to write, they're going to write bad 
things. People have this perception that guys 
inthe NBA are pampered jerks and bullies, and 
it's so not the case. There are maybe seven guys 
in the league who take advantage of it rather 
than respect it. The biggest problem I've hadis 
with NBA columnists, the Peter Vecseys and the 
Phil Mushnicks of the world. They don’t give a 
shit about the truth. They just want to write 
something. It’s not like you asking me to have 
a conversation; I’ve never talked to most ofthe 
guys who write the negative stuff about me, 
Do you even care about turning a profit with 
the Mavericks? 
No. DoI thinkI can? Yeah. Would it bea matter 
of pride? Yeah. But I’ve made a commitment 
that winning comes first, so I don’t nickel-and- 
dime anything. Little things like service charges 
on Ticketmaster, we now absorb the cost. And 
we won't raise the price of tickets for season- 
ticket holders just because we make the play- 
offs. Those are the things where you can 
squeeze an extra buck and be profitable, but 


T’drathersend the message to fans that, “Hey, 
we're allin this together. You supported me; I'm 
not going to try to squeeze a little bit more 
money out of you.” 

What did you think upon hearing that 

Washington Redskins owner Daniel Snyder was 

charging fans a $10 admission fee and $10 to 

park for a team practice during training camp 

last year? 
As much as I like Daniel in the time I've hung 
out with him, I would say it was terrible mar- 
keting. I'd never charge for practice. However, 
I would charge 10 bucks for a Redskins theme 
and activity park, and include the ability to 
watch the Redskins practice for free. It’s all how 
you present and market things. 

What's the most outrageous thing you've ever 

seen a Mavs fan doing? 

Trying to have sex in the stands. . . by herself. 

Where was that? 

Tt was up near the top in Reunion Arena. I go 
up there, walk around, and sometimes your eye 
catches a good-looking girl. She was just up 
there sitting next to some quy—her boyfriend, 
husband or whatever—and he was obviously 
egging her on. She was in her own little world, 
and there was a hand down her pants. She 
didn’t go through with it all; you could tell she 
chickened out. 

Do your players get a lot of scooty on the road?

What exactly are the 
Jaws of Life? 

They've been around 
since the early ‘70s and 
‘they're a hydraulically 
operated spreading or 
compressing tool. The 
basic unit looks like a 
large pair of shears, but 
they come with several 
attachments. The jaws 
themselves weigh 72 
pounds and the gener- 
ator weighs another 30 
or so pounds. The 
hydraulic hose and a 
couple of extra tools are 
mounted on a dolly that 
‘one or two people can 
move to the accident. 
How do they work? 
High-pressure fluid is 
run from a power unit to 
the spreading or cutting 
tool. What they can do is 
spread apart crunched 
metal on a car or 
whatever, with about 
40,000 pounds of pres- 
‘sure, and the shears cut 
with 70,000 pounds of 
pressure. They can cut 
through pretty much 
everything on a truck, a 
car, a bus and even an 
airplane. 

Do people on the 
scene fight to see who 
gets to use them? 

All of our firefighters are 
trained to use them. At 
the beginning of a tour, 
when everyone reports 
for duty, the officer 
assigns a specific 
firefighter to be the tool 
operator, another guy to 
power the unit, etc. It 
rotates between one of 
the five guys on my crew 
each time.

Allergies can occur at any time in an 
individual's life. Just because you 
didn’t have allergies as a young 

Child doesn't mean you can’t develop them 

later on. We don’t know why, but it may be 

due to provocation from stimuli such as pollen 

and irritants in the environment. Although aller- 

gies usually come from natural substances, 
people can be allergic to non-natural sub- 
stances as well.
